We have already had occasion to refer tv 
tho difficulty in which the Central Govern- 
ment of China is finding itself involved on 
account of its incapacity to compel the 
provinces to.observe the Opium Agreement 
' o£ 1911, but there is so much misconception 
among natives, as among certain classes of 
foreigners, on this question that an exami- 
nation of the salient points of the dispute 
may not be out of place. Many of the 
objectors would seem not to have taken the 
trouble “even to read the’ Agreement; 

otherwise, they would not deseribe it. as 
rivetting the trade on China for another 
saven years; they need not read further 
than the second article to see that, if only 
China fulfi's her share of the bargain, seven 
_ yours_is the maximam-time limit for the 
export of Indian opium to China, and that 


: "Hig Majesty's Government agree that the 


export of opiuni from India to China shall 
esage in less than seven years if clear proof 
is given of thi complet absence of produc- 
tion of native opium in China.” These.same. 
critics also claim that, in view of the fact 
that Great Britain ‘forced opium on China” 
in the first place, the generous policy would 
have bepn to voluntarily abandon the trade 
‘in toto (incidentally ruining. large ninaber 
of merélaats and throwing the finances of 
India inte chaos). The question of “ forcing 
opium ‘on China” has been well threshed 
‘out on many accasions, and we can only 
marvel that the tale continues current 
-when it has such a weight of’ evidencg | 
against it, including. the verdicts. of such 
“unprejudiced men as Jonn Quincy Apans, 
De. W. H. Mepuursr, Dr. W. A, P. 
Maat, and W..B.-Moxzsz. It would,: 
‘moreover, have keen contrary to China’s,| 


berate destruction, under: official auspices, 
of seven chests of Malwa opium at Anking 
a couple of months ago; and the determined 
efforts of. the anthorities of cersain 
provinces (notably Kiungsi and Chekiang) 
to put an arbitrary oud to the sale of Indian 
opium ‘within their borders. It is easy to 
give too much weight to the recrudescence 
of planting ; it is a symptom of the rolaxa- 
tion, in the period of flux consequent’ on 
the revolution, of the. stern restrictive 
‘measures that had been in force hefore, and 
wehave little doubt that the symptom will 
pass away on tho restoration of normal con- 
ditions. In any case, it is probable that 
the total amount of opium raised in China 
this year is woll under 50 per cent. of that 
raised in 1906, which is all the Treaties call 
for, though any statement on this point 
must rest largely on guesswork, _ ‘The diffi« 
culty, in the ubsenca of an authoritative 
investigation, of getting at the exact facts 
is well illustrated by the fact. that, almost 
on the same ‘day, one Shanghai newspaper 
statea that the anti-opium measurés in 
Honan seem‘to have taken a vacation, while 
another says that they are being enforced 
in that province with redoubled stringency. 
Still, the revival of poppy growing: in certain 
districts is an established fact, and must be 
accepted as such until the Republican 
authorities have shown that they are as 
capable of putting ‘it down as were their 
Imperial predecessors.. For the recrudes- 
cence in one province we have the testimony 
of Mr.- Marszann Broomman., the well- 
-known missionary and author. As a result 
of personal observation, he states that, with 
the exception ‘of one district, the crop this 
year in Shansi was not equal to one-tenth of 
what if used to be. The district (actually, 
two) excapted used to be! among -the fore-

Negative evidence of a 
very inadequate natura is the most that 
could be actually locked for, but such 
negative evidence would be overthrown by 
the least degree of positive evidence to the 
contrary.
